Claims 1, 2, 6, 9, and 10 

The inventions of these claims do not appear to possess novelty based on document 1 
cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes a glass laminate intermediate film composition containing an 
ethylene vinyl acetate ("EVA") copolymer having 15 to 40wt% vinyl acetate content is 
combined with organic peroxide, and describes a glass laminate using the same. Document 
1 also describes combining 0.01 to 5.0 wt% organic peroxide to EVA100wt% when t- 
butylperoxyisopropyl carbonate or the like is used, and describes the provision of an 
intermediate film between glass and polyester film or the fike in a glass laminate structure. 

Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 9, and 10 

The inventions of these claims do not appear to possess novelty based on documents 2-4 
cited in the ISR. 

Documents 2-4 each describe a composition wherein there are combined, at a fixed ratio: 
EVA of a fixed vinyl acetate content; t-butylperoxyisopropyl carbonate, t-butylperoxy-2- 
ethyUiexyl carbonate, or other organic peroxide; and triallyl isocyanurate or other 
crossUnking aid. These documents also describe the use of the same as sheets in calendar- 
molded or other shapes between glass and plastic sheets, to make composite glass, etc. 

Claims 4, 5, 8, and 1 1 

The.inventions of these claims do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1-4 cited in the ISR. 

Specifying the ratio of organic peroxide and triallyl (iso)cyanurate) is within the range of 
optimization that is normally performed by a person skilled in the art, and no exceptional 
results are considered to be produced thereby. 

Documents 1-4 also describe a variety of methods for making sheets, and thus making a 
sheet via coating could be achieved as appropriate by a person skilled in the art.

The invention of claim 12 does not appear to possess novelty based on documents 1-4, 
Documents 1-4 each describe addressing transparency as a problem as well as using 
equivalent materials, so the composite glass, etc. described in documents 1-4 is also 
presumed to have characteristics pertaining to the same level of haze. 
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
